The application has been amended as follows: 

In Claim 1, replace the phrase 'a density of 9 1 5 to 940 g/10 min' with the phrase 'a 
density of 915 to 940 kg/m 3 '. 

In Claim 1, replace the phrase 'characterized in that said polyethylene is' with the phrase 
'comprising'. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record discloses a film comprising polyethylene, but fails to disclose a shrink film comprising an 
ethylene copolymer mixture having a molecular weight distribution in the range 10 to 35, a 
weight average molecular weight of at least 100000 D, an MFR 2 .i 6 of 0.1 to 0.9 g/10 min and 
wherein the copolymer mixture is bimodal and comprises a lower molecular weight component 
and a higher molecular weight component, wherein the lower molecular weight component has 
an MFR 2 of at least 100 g/10 min and a density of from 945 kg/m 3 to 960 kg/m 3 .
